Optimism in Address. 

Dr. William Russell Owen, of Ma- 
con; Rev. N. G. Christopher, of Whig- 
ham; Rey. J. D. Rabun, of Glennville, 
and Rev. John A. Davison, of Colum- 
bus, were elected vice presidents to 
succeed J. H. Carmichael, of Jackson; 
C. bb. Graves, of Dublin; Jobn B. 
Payne, of Blueridge, and Governor 
Clifford Walker. 

Optimism was the keynote of Dr. 
Meils aagaress,- rr urged the conven- 
tion delegates to look sanely to the 
future and not to be discouraged be- 
enuse of the untoward conditicns of 
the present.

ATTITUDE OF OBREGON 

GIVEN PUBLIC APPROVAL. 

_ Washington, December 11.—The at- 
titude of President Obregon in steps 
being taken to put down the revolu- 
tionary movement in Mexico has met

NO CHANGE SEEN 
IN MILL POLICIES. 

LaGrange, Ga., December 11.— 
{Special.)}—No radical changes in the 
policies or personnel of the cotton 
mill here or of the two at Hogans- 
ville affected by the merger of the 
International Cotton Mills and Lock- 
wood, Greene & Company are ex- 
pected, according to a statement to- 
night by J. A. Baugh, Jr., resident 
manager of the three mills. Mr. 
Baugh is the Georgia representative 
of the eastern firm, which now will 
operate under the name of the New 
England Southern Mills. 

With the completion of the new mill 
at Hogansville, which will be engaged 
exclusively in the manufacture of tire 
tabiric, over 57,000 spindies are in 
operation in the state, according to 
Mr. Baugh. Approximately 35.000 of 
these are utilized in the production 
of tire fabric. The other two leading 
products are belting and hose. 

Over 1,500,000 pounds of finished 

products is the monthly combined out- 
put of the three mills in Georgia, he 
said. This forms a notable portion 
of the output of all of the mills affect- 
ed by the merger, it is stated. 
The three mills are valued at more 
than $4,000,000, with improvements 
and enlargements continually being 
made. 


NEGROES PROTEST 
CUT IN DELEGATES

Reapportion Delegates. 

* The only controversy in today’s pro- 
ceedings was over the new reappor- 
tionmient of delegates to the 1924 con- 
vention, ordered by the 1920 conven- 
tion, by which the southern states 
suffer a cut of 23 votes, while those 
of some southern and northern states 
are increased. This was attacked and 
defended at the meeting but action 
went over until] tomorrow. The re- 
apportionment calls for 1,056 votes 
as against 984 in the convention. 

Leading the attack upon the re- 
duced southern representation were 
mn delegation of negroes, headed by 
Perry Howard, of Mississippi: Roscoe 
Gonklin Simmons, of Chicago, and 
Henry Lincoln Johnson, Georgia com- 
mitteeman. They were supported by 
Mr. Remme! of Arkansas and M. J. 
Mulvihill, Mississippi committeeman. 
They demanded that every congres- 
sional district be allowed at least one 
delegate. 

Asserting he had been “robbed” of 
four delegates in the reapportionment, 
Mr..7” mel, in a heated address, de- 
elated the new plan was “unjust and 
unfair.”° He said he would take the 
fight to the 1924 convention if the 
committee should not readjust’ the 
south’s representation. Mr. Remmel 
warned the committee that negroes 
hold the balance of power in many 
northern states. 

Negroes Deny “Threat.” 

The negro speakers said there was 
10 threat in their protests, but a 
sense of injustice. The result, they 
said amounted to approval of demo- 
eartic disfranchisement of the negro 
in the sonth. One speaker recalled 
that Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
was reelected by a majority of 5,000 
and declared that Mr. Lodge would 
have heen defeated but for votes of 
$15.000 journeying Georgians.” 

Defending the reapportionment, 
Senator Howell. of Nebraska, chair- 
man of the subcommittee in charge, 
said it was designed to meet long- 
standing complaints of “scandals” re- 
lating to southern delegates and their 
control in past convention. De- 
ploring reopening of the controversy, 
he declared the reapportionment was 
» closed matter and could be changed 
only by the 1924 convention. 

“Tt would be disastrous to change 
it now in the face of a convention,” 
Senator Howell said, reciting the his-

ers with that of the “solid south.”’

After the senate adjourned there 
were some informal negotiations ivok- 
ing to an ending of the tie-up, but 
apparently they were without success, 
Some of the insurgents said _ their 
group would stand pat and would not 
enter into any agreement under which 
Senator Cummins, republican, Iowa, 
would be relieved of the office of presi- 
dent pro tem of the senate, but re- 
turned as chairman of the committee. 

Position of Insurgents. 

Emphasizing that they had no ob- 
jection to Mr. Cummins remaining as 
president pro tem, these insurgents 
declared they were interested wholly 
in drastie revision if not repeal of the 
transportation act and they desired to 
see at the head of the committee which 
handles railroad legislation a senator 
in sympathy with their views. 

In the voting today the line-up was 
practically the same as on yesterday, 
with the democrats solidly supporting 
Senator Smith, of South Carolina, for 
the committee chairmanship, and Sen- 
ators Brovkhart, Iowa; Frazier and 
Ladd, North Dakota; Norris and 
Howell, Nebraska, republicans, and 
Johnson and Shipstead, Minnesota, 
farmer-labor, voting for La Follette.

— The mayor made it clear that he 

4s willing to approve a salary in- 

crease of $10 which, in his opinion, 
can be met without an increase of 
the water rate. Notwithstanding 
' this assurance the committee by a 
bare majority rushed a favorable re- 
port without knowing and, appar- 
ently, without caring whether or not 
ihe city could pay the bill, even if 
council approved the measure. 

It is acts of this kind that cause 
the people to lose faith in the effi- 
ciency of municipal administration 
as conducted by latter-day methods.

The Babe of Bethlehem, who 
was born in a manger and lived a 
homeless life upon earth, hath set the 
solitary in families and given us 
homes. No country has so many 
homes as ours. . 

“Eager boys from college halls go 
back to the fireside where anxious 
prayers have risen.daily for their wel- 
fare since first they went away. 

“Young men from the marts of com- 
merce and the paths of trade put the 
city with its manifold temptations and 
cares behind them, to find rest and 
strength in the old country home. 

“Middle-aged men and women return 
to the homes of their childhood to 
meet again brothers and sisters in 
family gatherings, and to cheer once 
more with their presence the belated 
pilgrims who still tarry below, divided 
between the children who have gone 
before.” 

That is, indeed, “‘The Feast of the 
Family,’’ where Love is the light of 
home. It is the occasion, as the 
bishop says, of “a widespread re- 
vival in the home, strengthening 


domestic ties by purifying hearts j- 


and intensifying affection.” 

The bishop’s book is a heart and 
home-appealing, universal Christ- 
mas gift, for the season of rejoicing 
and thankfulness, with its beautiful 
illustrations of scenes of the birth 
of Christ, from the most celebrated 
paintings. 


LIBERTY! 

“Eternal spirit of the chainless mind! 

Brightest in dungeons, Liberty, thou 
art !” —Byron. 

The Statue of Liberty, which 
stands on Bedloe’s Island in New 
York harbor, was dedicated thirty- 
seven years ago. The statue was 
presented to the United States by 
the people of France, the necessary 
funds ‘having been raised by popu- 
lar subscription. The uplifted torch, 
which will hold twelve people, is 
more than three hundred feet above 
the waters of the harbor—a torch 
to light the oppressed peoples of all 
races to the land of freedom. 

The statue itself is the conception 
of M. Frederic Bartholdi, and was 
presented to this government as 
commemorating the hundredth an- 
niversary of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. It was mounted in 
Paris in 1881, but the American 
pedestal was not completed until 
five years later. 

It is fitting that we should re- 
flect on what it means to us as a 
nation—on what liberty has meant 
to all races and in every clime— 
since the early dawn of civilization. 
It is not to be thought of lightly, 
but seriously, soberly and quietly. 
The love of liberty, as an abstract 
idea, is one thing; the administra- 
tion of the laws of justice and 
mercy, the living of a life of liberty, 
is quite another. 

The Jews, under the guidance of 
Moses and Aaron, came up Out of 
the land of Egypt and out of the 
house of bondage. Their liberty 
was not for long. The race has 
been persecuted through the cen- 
turies. The pilgrim fathers came 
to New England for religious liber- 
ty and forthwith established an era 
of religious intolerance. The Puri- 
tan declared that this country shall 
not be “the land of the spree and 
the home of the slave!’’ 

In England, the Puritan succeeged 
in closing the theaters in 1642. 
Pleasant invectives were hurled 
against ‘‘poets, pipers, players, 
jesters and such like caterpillars of 
a commonwealth!” Dancing, bowl- 
ing, tennis playing, bear baiting, 
hunting—anything that gave pleas- 
ure—was condemned. In speaking 
of football, Philip Stubbes_ re- 
marked: 

“I protest unto you it may rather 
be called a friendly kind of fight than 
a play or recreation—a bloody and 
murthering practice than a fellowly 
sport of pastime!” 

Liberty, of this kind, has indeed 
had a hard road to travel! 

But we are likely to wander from 
the broad highway of true liberty 
if we think of the Puritan of yes- 
terday or of the prohibitionist of 
today as one who has seriously im- 
paired our liberty in a demoniacal 
desire to “take all the joy out of 
life.’ No truer words were ever 
written than those that tell us that 
eternal vigilance ig the price of lib- 
erty——and that liberty exists in pro- 
portion to its wholesome restraint. 
Unguarded liberty produces the 
libertine, 

In France there is a statue of 
liberty, a statue that mocked the 
pathetic figure of Madame Roland 
as she ascended the guillotine, cry- 
ing, ““O Liberty! Liberty! how many 
crimes are committed in thy name!” 
In New York harbor the Statue of 
Liberty stands, torch in hand, as a 
symbol of true liberty, a statue that 
we pray God may never mock her 
people. Our soldiers saw her as 
they sailed for France. Their hearts 
were lifted up. Those who returned 
saw her in a new light—as the 
symbol of a nation which held the 
moral and spiritual leadership of the 
world. 

America has foregone this lead- 
ership for a policy of selfish isola- 
tion, but in the chainless mind of 
man the spirit of liberty personified 
is not dead. The day is not far dis- 
tant when America will again show 
the way. The Statue of Liberty will 
assume vaster proportions in that 
day. Her torch will be the beacon- 
light of a sorely troubled world, 2

- Mexico City, December 11.—While 
it was not absolutely necessary, we 
visited the N. Monte de Piedad—the 
national pawn shop—today. It was 
once endowed and no interest was 
charged. Of late years, however, a 
nominal rate of interest is exacted. 

A tattered army of peons surged 
about the gloomy old pile carrving 
everything from worn sandals to cast- 
otf household furniture to be pledged. 
Inside were long counters of unre- 
deemed articles—mostly jewelry of 
the type that expressed the Latin’s 
love of display. 

There were in the rear many relics 
from Méxican homes where financial 
misfortune had fallen. Across from 
the pawn shop was the flower market 
where great set pieces could be bought 
for almost nothing if one has the pa- 
tuence to haggle with the dealévs. 

Hard by is the bird market. The 
dealers walk about with arms out- 
stretched carrying dozens of birds 
which have been so abundantly fed 
with shot they cannot fly. Parrots 
and gorgeously plumed birds could be 
purchased for a few pennies. 

Next we went to the ““Thieves’ -Mar- 
ket,” a huge junk shop where thieves 
hawk their loot. It occupies a block 
and is filled with narrow runways 
lined with stalls. There are locks off 
doors, cut up auto tires from which 
peons fashion sandals, old saws, pis- 
tols, stray dogs, patched overalls, 
etc, 
| _ It was a place of fetid smells and 
depraved faces. Thievety seems to be 
locked upon lightly here. Outside in 
the fresh air again the police were 
clearing the street. Around the 
corner swung a company of soldiers. 
They were accompanying a group of 
criminals—men and women—+io pris- 
on. 

It was a tatterdemalion’§ group 
trudging along trying to hide their 
faces.. An old gray bearded peon was 
weeping. A woman with a baby was 
wringing her hands. Criminals are 
paraded here as a warning. 


Thus far I have failed to see a 


an exaggeration to say that one face 
out of every five is pitted with small 
pox sears. Ophthalmic trouble rages 
not only among the women but men. 
Eyes are foggy and socketless and 
half the population wears lack 
glasses. There is little style—the 
women dress in the fashion of five 
years ago. The men wear mountain- 
ous toed shoes, atrociously checker- 
ed vests and outlandish headgear. 


It is on the Paseo de la Reforma 
—Mexico City’s Fifth avenue—that 
one gets anideaof the former gran- 
deur of the city. It is as fine as will 
be found in Europe or America. There 
are imposing monuments and malls. 
It is shaded by a double row of trees 
and along the broad sidewalks are 
beautifully carved stone benches. It 
is on the Paseo that Mexico City 
struts. 

And a few minutes’ drive beyond 
the Paseo is Chapultepec park, a won- 
derland filled with gigantic cypresses 
and public gardens. On the top of a 
high hill reached by winding auto- 
mobile roads is the palace of President 
Obregon. It was once the private 
castle of Emperor Maximilian. From 
“Thieves’ Market” to Chapultepec is 
an enchanting contrast. 


The peon deliveryman is a human 
pack horse. He delivers for’ the 
shops and stores carrying an enor- 
mous pack on his back braced by a 
strap around his head and one about 
h.s waist. He is barefooted and dog 
trots along always at the same pace. 
No beast of burden could be more 
outraged. Yet as he jogs along he 
chants a song, sometimes his eyes are 


almost bulging out of his head. He 


seems like a horse in constant fear 
of the lash. 


In front of the postoffice an old 
woman was trying to sell five kid 
goats. A gentleman who resembled 
the banker of the screen—side whisk- 
ers. boiled shirt, barrel cuffs and high 
flat topped derby—bought one and 
marched away with it under his arm.

Has No Sympathy With 
Free School Book Plan 


Editor Constitution: The school book 
question is one of deep concern to the peo- 
ple of Georgia at this time. The publish- 


only until December 31, 1923. No adop- 
tions have been made to date, and publish- 
ers, as well as patrons of the public 
schools, are at a loss to know what to do. 
I understand the publishers are unwilling 
to renew the present contract at present 
prices. When you take into consideration 
the advance in prices of school books dur- 
ing the past three years, the increased 
cost of publication, involving both labor 
and material, you can readily see from the 
publishers’ standpoint that they can not 
afford to renew the present contract at 
present prices, 

In order that yous readers may see what 
they are up against, 1 desire to call atten- 
tion to these facts: 

Hunt’s elementary school speller that 
selis under present contract for 24 cents, 
is catalogued by the publishers at 52 cents. 

Hunt’s Modern Words for Primary Grades 
that sells for 16 cents is listed at 40 cents. 
Wentworth & Smith’s arithmetics, primary, 
intermediate and advanced, that sell for 
84, 38 and 42 cents, respectively, are cat- 
alogued at 64, 68 and 72 cents, respective- 
ly. Frye’s New Geography, Book One, that 
sells for 88 cents, is catalogued at $1.28. 
Look! Sanford, Brown & Smith’s Modern 
Course in English, Book One, that sells 
in Georgia at 36 cents, is catalogued at 96 
cents, and Book Two, that sells for 46 
cents, is catalogued at $1.08. ‘Tarr & Mc- 
Murray’s World Geography, Book Two 
(complete), that sells in Georgia for $1, is 
listed at $1.80. 

Either the people of Georgia are paying 
too little for their textbooks or the peo- 
ple elsewhere are paying too much, The 
publishers are not obligated to furnish 
books in Georgia at present prices longer 
than the end of the present month. Then 
what? Will the people of Georgia have to 
pay the list price as shown above? 

In regard to the clamor among the poll- 
ticians for ‘‘free school books’’ I have yet 
to find among the rank and file of Georgia 
taxpayers a single citizen that favors this 
proposition. ‘There are probably one-third 
as many colored school children in Georgia 
as whites.’ Perhaps not more than 10 per 
cent of the colored population pay any 
property taxes at all. It would be a safe 
estimate I think to say that at least 25 
per cent of the white population pay any 
taxes to amount to anything. That will 
place upon the shoulders of the 75 per cent 
of white taxpayers the burden of furnish- 
ing free school books. These taxpayers 
are already.crushed to earth with the bur- 
den of high taxes. How much more can 
they withstand? 

As to the cost of free textbooks, that Is 
yet to be determined. I understand the 
state of Texas has experimented along this 
line. The last year the parents boucht 
books for the first grade in that state the 
books cost them $2,000,000. The first 
year the etate furnished the books free 
it cost the state $6,000,000 Georgia has 
a little more than half the population of 
Texas. ‘Therefore it is safe to estimate the 
cost to this state to furnish books free for 
the first grade around $4,000,000. The 
state has no way to raise money except 
through taxation. The people at last wil! 
have to pay for the books. And the next 
question, and it is of momentous impor- 
tance. is who are going to be responsible 
for these free textbooks The school chil- 
dren these days will not take care of their 
books, although their parents have to buy 
the books. How are you going to force 
them to take care of the books if said 
books are furnished free?

Good And Bad Carriers. 

Since. the exploits of Typhoid 
Mary ‘were heralded 10 or 12 years 
ago, and numerous stories of other 
epidemics traced to apparently 
healthy germ carriers since Mary's 
time, the public has come to under- 
stand pretty well what germ carriers 
are. But germ carriers are not all 
bad. Some germ carriers contribute 
considerably toward the steady de- 
crease in the prevalence of infectious 
diseases. 

Dr. William H. Park, director of 
the laboratories of the New York 
city health department, one of the 
foremost authorities on bacteriology 
and epidemiology, who has contribu- 
ted perhaps more than any other in 
dividual to our present knowledge of 


the prevention and treatment of diph- | 


theria, recognizes four distinct forms 
of virulence, First, the virulence 
which is indicated by the power of 
certain germs to produce toxins or 
poisons if the germs are able to fas- 
ten on the tissues and multiply there- 
in, as in diphtheria and tetanus. Sec- 
ond, the virulence which allows a 
microbe to grow on the surface of the 
mucous membranes, making the host 
a carrier of such germs as the pneu- 


mococeus and the diptheria bacillus. 


Third, the virulence when allows 
growth in the tissues as in ordinary 
infection when an opening is acciden- 
tally or surgically made into the 
body tissues. Fourth, the virulence 
which permits, the invasion of the 
body -through intact mucous mem- 
branes, as presumably happens in 
some severe epidemics. 

Some strains of diphtheria germs 
have virulence of the first kind for 
many of us, but when they lodge in 
the nose or throat of certain indi- 
viduals they succeed in getting only 
a toe hold,-so to speak, ggowing and 
multyplying on the surface, not pro- 
ducing toxins nor causing disease. 
Such individuals become carriers; the 
germs they carry are capable of sur- 
viving and multiplying if they get 
into other throats and noses, produc- 
ing an unbroken chain of carriers 
perhaps. 

But curiously enough, the case to 
carrier is more dangerous than the 
earrier-to-earrier because the germs 
which have recently been in training 
and an actual battle still retain some 
of their virulence and can bring it 
into action if they find the conditions 
favorable. This has long been sus- 
pected by physicians. 

The third person is much more 
likely to carry diphtheria than is the 
ordinary casual carrier of diphtheria 
germs. Dr. Park remarks that in the 
city at any one time at least 1 per 
eent of the people are carrier-to-car- 
rier carriers of diphtheria germs. He 
even finds a hopeful side to the germ 
earrier matter because undoubtedly 
to some degree at least, these carrier 
microbes, while still capable of pro- 
ducing toxin, have lost much of the 
virulence but are still able to im- 
munize. 

Dr. Park believes that when we 
ride in overcrowded cars we doubt- 
less breathe in germs from the res- 
piratory tracts of our neighbors 
(germs suspended in the invisibly 
fine spray of moisture given off when 
one talks), yet only a few of us devel- 
op disease, instead, many of us de- 
velop a certain amount of immunity 
against the respiratory infections. 
All of this happens, however, only 
when and if we do our utmost to keep 
our general health in the best possible 
condition. That means living the hy- 
gienic life—a kind of life, alas, which 
so many of us desire to live only 
when we fear it is growing short.

Answer.— Whisky would he a 
very crude and dangerous anesthetic 
for an infant; in any case enough 
whisky to produce anesthesia or an- 
algesia or amnesia would add need- 
lessly to the risks of such an opera- 
tion. I should not advise circum- 
cision unless abnormal conditions 
make it necessary.

today’s trading, General business was 
restricteu by continued uncertainty as 
to the showing of tomorrow's govern- 
ment report, but there was covering 
by recent sellers and trade buying on 
the advance which carried the price 
of January contracts up to 35.45; 
or 100 points net higher. January 
closed at 33.43, with the general mar- 
ket hee ape firm at net advances of 
68 to 97 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 20.to 45 points on better 
liverpool cables. The English mar- 
ket was weak early but rallied very 
sharply before the local opening, cre- 
ating an impression here that the li- 
quidation of long accounts in Liver- 
pool had been pretty well completed. 
A similar idea prevailed as to the 
technical position of the local market 
which was strengthened by the fail- 
ure of the early advances to bing 
out increased offerings, and the mar- 
ket ruled very firm during the after- 
noon. Business was not particularly 
active but the demand to cover sales 
combined with some scattered rebuy- 
ing and trade buying, was sufficient 
to readily absorb further -attered 
covering and send prices up to 34.10 
for December, 33.80 for March and 
34.00 for May, or 90 to 100 points 
above yesterday’ s closing quotations. 

Last prices were within a 
points of the best. ‘The December 
notices issued today were estimated 
at about 10,000 bales and led to some 
scattering liquidation but December 
closed 67 points over January com- 
pared with 75 points at the close yes- 
terday. Reports that holders of spot 
cotten in the south were withdraw- 
ing their offerings at the decline, 
probably encouraged the afternoon 
udvance when the market also appear- 
ed to be favorably influenced by a 
more optimistic view of the repara- 
tions outlook. The main factors, ac- 
cording to iocal brokers, however, 
were the improved technical position 
resulting from the heavy Jiquidation 
of the past 10 days and a belief that 
increased estimates of the crop had 
been discounted. According to can- 
vass, local cotton exchange members 
on the average are Jooking for a gov- 
ernment estimate of 9,940,000 bales.

PRICES HIGHER 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, December 11.—The 
price of cotton was higher from the 
opening today as the result of a new 
buying movement which developed, to, 
all appearances, on the theory that 
ithe reaction from the peak prices of 
the season had about spent itself.

cent short sellers covering in volume 
and important buying for long ac- 
count appeared; the interior bought 
in a Jarge way sent in accounts of 
extremely light bales appearing at 
the gins along with its buying orders. 
Highest prices were made in the 
last few minutes of the day when the 
list was 90 to 98 points up. Last 
sales were 88 to 97 points up. January 
traded up to 33.33 and stood at 33. 31 
in its final transaction. 

The opening was better in the face 
of a poor Liverpool and this first 
bulge earried the market 58 to 65 
points over the last sales of yester- 
day. Advances amounted to 80 to 85 
points before any setbacks of conse- 
quence appeared and they did not 
last.

Washington, December 11.—Des- 
pite disturbed conditions in Mexico, 
the two Mexican-American. claims 
conventions upon which diplomatic 
recognition of Mexico by the United 
States was predicated, were sent to 
the Senate today by President Coo- 
lidge for ratification. 

At the same time several other 
agreements negotiated during the re- 
cess of congress were sent to the 
senate, but, although their exact na- 
ture was not revealed, they were 
said to be comparatively unimportant. 
All were referred to the foreign re- 
lations committee. 

Prompt ratification of the Mexican 
claims conventions is to be urged by 
the administration. Offsial advices 
to the Washington government as to 
the revolutionary outbreak in Mexico 
so far, it was explained today, have 
not been sufficiently complete to fn- 
dicate that a situation had developed 
there which warranted any change of 
policy. 

As yet no ambassador to Mexico has 
been named, and it was indicated 
that the question of designating one 
was not at present under urgent con- 
sideration. There was no hint, how- 
ever, that the nomination was being 
deferred because of the revolutionary 
outbreak in Mexico. 

Today's advices from Charge Sum- 
merlin in Mexico City told of the de- 
parture of President Obrezon and his 
staff December 10 to review federal 
troops at Iraquato.
